ANAX»A and England, of course, are trying to put the 
Alaskan boundary matter in the best possible light, 


so a memorandum has been prepared at Ottawa to meet 
the statements being made in American newspapers that 
a i e\ isicm of the Alaskan boundary was not asked for un- 
til after the discovery of gold. This memorandum, prepar- 
ed froWl official documents, shows that in 1872, five years 
after the United States had purchased Alaska, the Brit- 
ish Columbia legislature and Canada pressed for the ap- 
pointment of a commisricn, asking her majesty's govern- 
ment to bring the matter before the United States gov- 
ernment. 


Sir Edward Thornton was instructed to do so, and while 


Hamilton. Fish. American Secretary of State, feared that 
the expense would be too great, President Grant in his mes- 
sage to congress strongly urged that the matter be settled 
at once, as later on it mipht become a bone of contention 
between the two count-ies. The bill was Introduced but 
nothing more was done. 


In 1875 the MacKenzie administration pressed for a 


settlement, asking that if the whole could not be under- 
taken, at least the boundary should be defined where In- 
tersected by rivers, especially the Stickeen.

Thornton replied that Mr. Fish did not think that the nec- 
essary funds even for this could be obtained. 


The things there stated may be facts though not yet 


proved. Another fact is that whatever Canada may have 
believed and asked, England made no claim adverse to 
the boundary line and the official maps and charts have 
placed it where we did.

Ala.skan boundary treaty, which provides for a tribunal to 
deteimine the proper boundary of Alaska, and the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of State Hay have abandoned hope of 
securing ratification. The treaty was an unnecessary con- 
cession. It may have been thought wise for the sake of 
tetaining the friendship of England, but as'far as the 
real merits of the case are concerned, the're was ro occas- 
ion for it. By long and undisputed posesslon, by the tacit 
.urjuiescence of England, we had a right to insist that the 
boundaiy of Alaska was where It has always been held to 
be and where the official maps of England had placed'it. 
The treaty was either an admission that the true line 
was in doubt or :m assertion that our case was so strong 
that theie was nothing to fear from submitting it to a 
tribunal. The one would have been weakness, the other 
uawis. .—Argus and Patiiot.
